The only prevention is vigil- 
ance. The treatment is bed 
rest, a diet low in protein, 
drugs to lower the blood pres- 
sure, if it is high, and other 
drugs as needed.

the enemy has lost the ability to 
mount the kind of offensive that 
jolted 
U.S. and South Viet- 


namese forces last winter, 


They say that the North Viet- 


namese and the Viet Cong ap- 
parently have decided to use 
sustained low level attacks "in 
hopes of wearing us out," 


These high-ranking officers, 


speaking in private, contend 
that the enemy launched his ex- 
pected "third wave" offensive 
about Aug. 18, but could not sus- 
tain the effort. 


Publicly U.S. civilian and mil- 


itary officials have avoided giv- 
ing firm opinions on whether the 
North Vietnamese and VC had 
attempted a third offensive. 


This caution stenw from criti- 


cism leveled at some U.S. lead- 
ers In the past for voicing opti- 
mism which later proved un- 
founded.

leaders attribute

they 


claim Is enemy failure to heavy 
casualties and very much im- 
proved allied Intelligence. 


One general said the North 


Vietnamese and Viet Cong suf- 
fered 70,000 or more killed In 
last winter's Tet offensive, in- 
cluding many of their seasoned 
troop leaders and veteran fight- 
ers. 


Improved allied Intelligence 


was credited by the senior U.S. 
officers with enabling American 
and South Vietnamese units to 
short circuit planned enemy at- 


tacks,

Intelligence was rated one of

ing. The Appropriations gcom- 
mittee estimated that when all
